An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.312 
This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 27-30 non-elected 
without traverse (in the remarks dated 3/25/04). Accordingly, claims 27-30 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 are allowed. Following is a reason for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art, US 6,483, 1 1 1 to Ishikawa et al, teaches at least etching a cavity defining 
sacrificial layer 107 through a first opening 109, thereby defining a provisional cavity 108 under a 
supporting portion. However, Ishikawa et al does not disclose, inter alia, etching away a portion of 
an etch stop layer , thereby defining at least one second opening that reaches the cavity through the 
etch stop layer and expanding the provisional cavity into a final cavity [Fig. IB and col. 4].
